Opencast mining 
appeals rejected 


TWO planning 
appeals relating to 
the proposed exten¬ 
sion of the opencast 
site in Margam, 
Port Talbot, have 
been dismissed, the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government 
announced on 
Friday. 

The appeals were 
made by Celtic Energy 
Limited in relation to 
decisions by Neath Port 
Talbot Council and 
Bridgend Council. 

Celtic Energy Ltd 
applied for planning per¬ 
mission to extract coal by 
opencast methods. This 
included the extension to 
the existing site, screen¬ 
ing, restoration and after¬ 
care management at 
Margam Opencast Coal 
Site, near Cefn Cribwr, 
Bridgend. 

Both councils refused 
to grant planning permis¬ 
sion and Celtic Energy 
Ltd appealed to the 
Welsh Ministers against 
those refusals. 

The appeals were orig¬ 
inally transferred to a 
planning inspector for 
determination, but the 
Welsh Ministers recov¬ 
ered jurisdiction over the 
appeals so that they 
could determine them 
themselves. 

An Assembly 

spokesman stated: 
“Jurisdiction was recov¬ 
ered because the appeals 
involved major proposals 


for the winning and 
working of minerals. 

“Under planning law, 
the Minister’s decision 
on the appeals is final 
and it is not possible for 
her, or anyone else with- 


in the Welsh Assembly 
Government or the 
Planning Inspectorate, to 
comment on the merits of 
the decision or discuss 
the reasoning behind it or 
to reconsider it.”

Mrs Caroline Sarll, 
languages teacher at St 
John’s School, 
Porthcawl, travelled to 
Germany where all of 
the partner countries 
received a “fantastic, 
warm welcome” from 
the staff and pupils of 
the Schillergrundschule 
in Wiesloch: 

Mrs Sarll reported: 

“It was a wonderful 
experience. There was a 
huge banner to greet us 
at the front of the 
school, and we were all 
given superb hand- 
painted chairs showing 
our own country’s flag. 

“There was 
Wuerstchen and 
Kartoffelbrei for lunch - 
that’s bangers ‘n’ mash 
to you and me - and 
after visiting various 
classes, all the teachers 
got down to the task of 
planning our joint activ¬ 
ities for the coming 
year.” 

She continued: “The 
Turkish teachers from 
Sivas brought four of 


their pupils to Germany 
and St John’s will be 
welcoming both Turkish 
and German pupils in 
January, when all five 
countries meet up again 
in Porthcawl.” 

The headteacher at St 
John’s, Mrs Clint, said: 
“We are all busy mak¬ 
ing preparations for the 
New Year visit. We are 
also looking forward to 
taking some of our 
pupils to some of the 
countries over the next 
two years, to broaden 
their horizons. 

“This is a very 
rewarding, enriching 
scheme to be involved 
in and I know that St. 


John’s staff and pupils - 
and the wider communi¬ 
ty - will benefit enor¬ 
mously from the experi¬ 
ence.” 

The school is also 
planning a welcome 
concert for their visitors 
in January, to give the 
other countries a flavour 
of Welsh culture. Mrs 
Sarll is also trying to 
learn a little Turkish, 
Irish - and Gaelic! 

She added: “It’s defi¬ 
nitely an uphill task. 1 
think this will teach me 
humility and patience 
when teaching my 
pupils - learning a new 
language is really 
hard!”

A RUDGE 

(Hon sec BGQL) 
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How hero’s 
name was 
added to a 
town’s war 
memorial 


GEM reader Mr RB Donovan of 
Bridgend, formerly of the 1st and 
2nd Battalions, Royal Welch 
Fusiliers, here relates the tale of 
World War One hero Sydney 
Abraham Hayward, whose name 
was omitted from all the south 
Wales monuments and the efforts 
of his family to rectify this error. 


SIDNEY Abraham 
Hayward - Army 
number 20893 
(1892-1917) was the 
youngest of 11 chil¬ 
dren, born to 
George Abraham. 

Sydney was baptised 
in Cowbridge on July 
27, 1892. Nothing is 
known about his child¬ 
hood until the 1901 cen¬ 
sus reveals that he was 
living with his parents at 
11 East Village, 
Cowbridge. 

Sydney was lodging 
with Mr T James at 99 
Old Road, Skewen, until 
he volunteered for active 
service in the Great War. 
He joined up in January 
1915 in Kitchener’s 
Army. 

Sydney was listed as 
being in the 14th 
Battalion RWF, but this 
Battalion was formed in 
Llandudno. It was more 
likely that he was a 
member of the 14th 
Service Battalion 
(Swansea) of the Welch 
Regiment,The Swansea 
Pals. 

Both of these regi¬ 
ments were part of the 
38th (Welsh) Division 
and saw the same 
actions, so it is possible 
to piece together his 
movements on the 
Western Front. 

Sydney arrived in 
France on December 2, 
1915. The first action he 
took part in was the 38th 
(Welsh) Divison’s 
assault on Mamtez Wood 
during the July 1916 
offensive on the Somme. 

This assault cost the 
Division some 4,000 
lives, which is a stagger¬ 
ing number as each 
Battalion was approxi¬ 
mately 500-strong, and 
the Division had seven 
Battalions. 


The 38th (Welsh) 
Division suffered so 
many casualties at 
Mamtez Wood that it did 
not see any further 
action for a year while it 
was strengthened. The 
Battalion was next in 
action during the prepa¬ 
ration for the third battle 
of Ypres, also known as 
Passchendaele which 
started in July 1917 and 
would start at Pilkem 
Ridge, as the target. 

Sydney was killed at 
Bosinghe in Belgium 
just in front of the Yser 
canal by a barrage from 
the German artillery 
while in a small dug out. 

While the family was 
researching Sydney’s life 
it was noticed that his 
name was not on any of 
the many Welsh monu¬ 
ments that are dotted 
around south Wales. 

His nephew (also 
named Sydney), started 
a series of events that 
culminated in Sydney’s 
name being added to the 
Cowbridge War 
Memorial. 

This move was done 
with the Cowbridge 
town council’s full sup¬ 
port and led to Sydney 
having his name 
inscribed on the town’s 
memorial. 

The parade was joined 
by comrades of his old 
regiment, including serv¬ 
ing members of the 
Royal Welch Fusiliers 
and many comrades 
from other regiments, 
with the branch 
Standards being dipped 
as the bugler played The 
Last Post. 

So, after a 90-year 
absence, his name was 
added to the memorial.

lanterns. There will be a prize for the best child’s 
lantern.

Insp Mark Taylor has 
told Cowbridge Town 
Council that in October, 
officers dealt with nine 
incidents out of a total 
of 24 reported for the 
month. 

There were also four 
assaults, five thefts from 
motor vehicles, two 
drugs-related incidents, 
two thefts and two crim¬ 
inal damage to vehicles. 

But there were no 
burglaries of any kind, 
and no car thefts during 
the month.

pointed out that 
Cowbridge was not a 
violent town. 

Some builders’ vans 
in the town have been 
broken into, and police 
have increased patrols 
and would be keeping a 
close watch on this in 
the run-up to Christmas.

has only two Vale

UP THE SAVAGE HILL TO THE 
CATHEDRAL OF THE FOREST 


The sisters who 


up the sky! 



Pleiades, also known as the Seven Sisters. 


R ecently 

, in an all¬ 
male walk, 
three likely lads 
joined Roger Hill at 
Monmouth on an 
overcast morning; 

Monmouth or 
Trefynwy (town on the 
Monnow) is a border 
town where the rivers 
Wye and Monnow 
meet and where Henry 
V, who later went on to 
win the Battle of 
Agincourt in 1415, was 
born. 

Leaving from just 
below the magnificent 
13th century stone-gated 
bridge that has now been 
pedestrianised since the 


old cattle market was 
demolished and a second 
bridge built over the 
Monnow, they crossed 
the recreation field and 
took the underpass to 
eventually cross the 
River Wye by way of the 
stone bridge. 

As they tramped the 
meadows beside the 
River Wye, a fine drizzle 
set in that accompanied 
them all the way to 
Lower Redbrook. 

The first brass in this 
country was made in 
Tintern, but in 1566 
wire-making followed 
with mills situated on 
tributaries of the lower 
Wye valley including 
Redbrook. 

A copper works was 


established by 1691 and 
the furnace in Redbrook 
used coke for smelting 
iron ore from the Forest 
of Dean by 1716. In fact, 
the copper industry only 
failed when a large 
works was built at 
Swansea. 

Leaving the river 
behind to climb up a 
flight of steps, the group 
picked up a track which 
led them into a broad 
valley past Glyn Farm. 

The autumnal colours 
that dressed the trees 
more than made up for 
the dismal weather con¬ 
ditions and they fol¬ 
lowed the contours of 
the hillside to meet up 
with a metalled road. 

As they climbed grad¬ 
ually up through the val¬ 
ley, the weather started 
to clear and the majestic 
tower of the church in 
Newland came into view 
in the distance. 

A short but steep 
climb up the aptly- 
named Savage Hill saw 
them emerging into 
Newland, where the vil¬ 
lage is dominated by the 
tall ornate towered 13 th 
century All Saints 
Church, described as the 
‘Cathedral of the 
Forest’. 

Within the church is 
an old brass engraving 
known as the ‘Miner’s 
Brass’ - showing a 
Forest miner with a can¬ 


dle in his mouth, pick¬ 
axe in his hand and a 
hod. 

The churchyard made 
an apt stop for lunch, as 
they resisted the urge to 
sample the delights of 
the Ostrich Inn, deriving 
from the ostrich emblem 
used by the Probyns, 
local landowners from 
previous times. 

Gathered around the 
church are the almshous¬ 
es founded by a London 
haberdasher in the 
1500s. 

Leaving the village, a 
cold penetrating wind 
swept over them as they 
crossed fields before 
reaching shelter in 
woodland. 

Emerging at Upper 
Redbrook, they followed 
Offa’s Dyke path climb¬ 
ing gradually to reach 
the National Trust picnic 
site and view point at the 
Kymin 840-feet above 
sea level. 

At the Kymin stands 
the Naval Temple built 
in 1800, a Georgian 
structure commemorat¬ 
ing 16 Admirals of the 
British navy and also the 
Round House - painted 
white so it is a well- 
known landmark for 
miles around. 

This Georgian ban¬ 
queting house, built in 
1794, was used by the 
local gentry and its 
claim to fame is that 


Horatio Nelson and 
Lady Hamilton had 
bre^fast there in 1802. 

There are glorious 
views to be had over 
Monmouth and across to 
Sugar Loaf Mountain 
and the Black Mountains 
beyond and these were 
enjoyed while the group 
stopped for refreshment, 
before taking the steep 
descent through Garth 
Wood and retracing their 
steps back to Monmouth 
town. 

On November 28, 
meet at 9am at the Barry 
Waterfront for an eight- 
mile moderate walk at 
Peterston and Hensol; 
contact Rachel on 01446 
410545. 

On November 29, 
meet at 9am at Cogan 
Leisure Centre for a 
seven-mile mod/hard 
walk at Waun Fach; con¬ 
tact Peter on 029 2070 
6545.

KEEN members of 
the Astro Observers 
Group in Barry 
have not remained 
idle; summer 
months are never 
ideal for observing 
because of the short 
nights and because 
the Sun is never far 
below the horizon, 
but the dark long 
nights have 
returned and we 
have been busy. 

Recently, while 
observing with the 
group, I photographed 
the magnificent star 
cluster Pleiades, also 
known as the Seven 
Sisters. This is a group 
of closely related stars 
which are gravitationally 
bound to one another 
and have only recently 
formed - recent in astro¬ 
nomical terms of course, 
in reality they are sever¬ 
al million years old. 

Because of their 
youth, they shine bril¬ 
liantly blue-white and 
the original cosmic gas 
and dust cloud from 
which they coalesced is 
still retained as nebulosi¬ 
ty around the main stars 
of the group, as can be 
seen from the attached 
photograph. 

The Pleiades are easy 
to observe and photo¬ 
graph, but need a wide 
field. A telescope like 
mine does have a suffi¬ 


ciently wide field and 
my canon-40D camera 
attached to the telescope 
offered ample range by 
virtue of its huge digital 
sensor. An astronomical 
camera on a long focus 
telescope would struggle 
to get this cluster in its 
field of view. 

Pre-planned observing 
sessions are all too fre¬ 
quently cancelled 
because of our uncertain 
weather, therefore much 
of our observing hap¬ 
pens with ad-hoc ses¬ 
sions which are called 
on the spur of the 
moment when clear 
skies are about - and 
they do frequently occur. 

The ad-hoc sessions 
are shown on the day on 
the Cardiff Astronomical 
Society website on the 
home page, as well as 
the observing page, and 
those keen to observe 


should check the website 
on days which promise a 
clear night. Pre-planned 
sessions are also shown 
on the website. 

The forthcoming 
months through winter 
into spring will bring 
spectacular deep sky 
objects into view and 
everyone is welcome to 
peer at them through our 
telescopes. 

Regular keen 
observers receive a tele¬ 
phone call from me 
whenever an ad-hoc ses¬ 
sion is on, but I have 
now discontinued calling 
those on the observer’s 
list who are seldom or 
never able to make the 
sessions.

Teen vampire film needs 
a severe splashing in 
holy water and garlic! 


T here is 

money to be 
made in 

teenagers - not lit¬ 
erally, they haven’t 
quite managed the 
ability to harvest 
currency at will, 
but their spending 
power is something 
not to be sniffed at. 

With their hands in 
their pockets, a fad can 
easily become a craze, 
something that has hap¬ 
pened to the Twilight 
series of books by 
Stephanie Meyer. 

But far from being the 
sole property of gloomy 
teenagers everywhere, 
the books, and the first 
film, have become a 
phenomenon, something 
that can only be sated by 
the release of the second 
film, going under the 
title of New Moon. 

Continuing from 
where the first film left 
off, Bella (Kristen 
Stewart) and Edward’s 
(Robert Pattinson) rela¬ 
tionship is growing 
stronger, despite the 
small bump of him being 
an immortal vampire; 
but when Bella’s blood 
is shed, Edward and his 
family leave the small 
town, ostensibly to pro¬ 
tect Bella. 

Her response is to 
throw caution to the 
wind, forming a close 
friendship with Jacob 
(Taylor Lautner), who 
himself isn’t quite what 
he seems - but despite 
Edward and his family 
leaving town, Bella is 
still far from safe... 

The first Twilight film 
was a laughably poor 
piece of work that failed 
to convince me in any¬ 
way whatsoever; howev¬ 
er, given that I was prob¬ 
ably the oldest person in 
the cinema, I can’t imag¬ 
ine that the film makers 
were all that bothered, 
particularly as the film 
pocketed a rather 
impressive $380million 
worldwide. 

This latest instalment 
will no doubt achieve 


even greater financial 
rewards given the 
amount of publicity and 
hype afforded it. Yet it 
comes nowhere close to 
deserving it, the end 
product a monotonous 
and dull exercise in the 
lives of moping hormon¬ 
al teenagers - who just 
happen to be either 
werewolves, vampires or 
just plain normal. 

However it isn’t as if 
anything I say here will 
have the slightest effect 
on the target audience of 
these films - after all, 
not being a teenage girl 
who thinks Robert 
Pattinson is God’s gift to 
manhood, it’s pretty safe 
to say this is one film 
that makes no bones 
about who it is actually 
intended to appeal to. 

But scrape away the 
layers of youthful adora¬ 
tion and you are left 
with a film that doesn’t 
succeed on any level 
other than that of parting 
cash from teenage purs¬ 
es, and has very little in 
the way of artistic merit. 

Given the rabid adora¬ 
tion these films have, it’s 
no surprise that both 
Pattinson and Kristen 
Stewart have become 
teen icons, but both per¬ 
formers have shown out¬ 
side the franchise that 
they have a strong work 
ethic and acting ability. 

Unfortunately, 
whether it is down to the 
screenplay, adapted by 
Melissa Rosenberg, or 
just that the two actors 
weren’t quite getting 
into the material, neither 
distinguish themselves 
with a good turn. 

Pattinson is merely 
asked to float round (at 
times literally), his pale 
skin the strongest ele¬ 
ment of a performance 
that may make some 
people swoon but does 
very little; however, 
there is the odd occasion 
where he delivers which 
makes you wish he did it 
more often through the 
course of the film 
instead of looking pen¬ 
sive and, supposedly, 
deep.

It is little slight on the 
actress, but her charac¬ 
ter’s constant misery due 
to Edward’s leaving 
grates, and you wish that 
,rather than become an 
adrenaline junkie (which 
allows her to see 
Edward, as his pasty vis¬ 
age pops up to warn her 
about the danger of her 
actions) she would just 
get a tub of ice-cream, 
watch Dirty Dancing 
and be done with it. 

The performances 
around the two of them 
are nothing to write 
home about either; 

Taylor Lautner, as the 
third side of the love tri¬ 
angle, may have devel¬ 
oped impressive muscles 
in the year since the last 
film, but fails to have 
developed his acting 
ability, coming across so 
wooden that you could 
carve him into a stake to 
taunt Edward. 

When even Michael 
Sheen (in a five-minute 
cameo) is stmggling to 
deliver a good perform¬ 
ance, you know that 
you’re in trouble. 

Sadly, things aren’t 
made any better by the 
direction. Chris Weitz, 
who, having replaced the 
first film’s director, 
Catherine Hardwick, 
promptly uses the exact 
same visual style and 
colour scheme, makes 
you wonder why the lat¬ 
ter was ousted by the 
former - given the 
almost carbon copy 
direction he offers. 

He isn’t helped by a 
narrative that is so dull 
and boring that this two- 
hour film feels around 
two weeks long, and 
Weitz does very little to 
liven things up with 
direction that borders on 
the mundane. 

Ultimately, the suc¬ 
cess of New Moon will 
depend on how many 
people will go and see it. 
Given that it has just 
broken the one-day tick¬ 
et sales record in

America, that no doubt 
means a lot of people - 
but it is a film that does¬ 
n’t deserve it, the fin¬ 
ished product being drab 
and painfully boring.

team, the Cherry and

A NEW project in 
Bridgend aims to 
tackle poverty by 
providing food to 
those in despeate 
need at a time of 
crisis. 

The Mayor of 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council, Coun 
Jeff Tildesley, recently 
opened the Bridgend 
Foodbank at The Well 
Christian Centre, 
Hermon Chapel, Nolton 
Street, Bridgend. 

Bridgend Foodbank is 
part of a network of 
more than 40 foodbanks, 
started by the Trussell 
Trust, a Christian chari¬ 
ty, which opened the 
first foodbank in 
Salisbury in 1999. 

It is now a national 
operation, with projects 


right across the UK. 
Bridgend Foodbank is 
preparing to open its 
doors in December. 

A foodbank 
spokesman explained: 
“The foodbank is a store 
where food donated by 
the community is 
banked, and which can 
be drawn on by people 
in crisis situations. 

“Individuals, couples 
and families are provid¬ 
ed with three days of 
food to see them 
through the period 
between crisis and the 
provision of support and 
intervention by the 
appropriate agencies. 

“Food is collected in 
a number of ways by 
individuals, schools, 
churches and business¬ 
es.” 

Local people can help 


by donating food or vol¬ 
unteering. The 
spokesman continued: 
“An enthusiastic core of 
volunteers are now help¬ 
ing with administration 
and other tasks, and the 
teams who will be man¬ 
ning the foodbank centre 
are now in training. We 
will open our doors on 
Tuesday, December 1.” 

The project’s current 
needs are a larger ware¬ 
house, a project manager 
and office administrator, 
and more volunteers to 
help in the office.

There was joy for pupils from four Vale 
schools at the 12th South Wales Regional 
Schools cross-country championships for 
girls, held, for the third consecutive year, by 
Steve Brace and his Bridgend AC clubhouse 
at Newbridge Fields.

Wales are set to 
run down Wallabies

W HILE the Wales 
camp rightly 
had cause for 
satisfaction at mission 
accomplished against 
Argentina, they also 
know that there is still 
much to be done in the 
Bnal match of the 
autumn series against 
Australia on Saturday. 

Yes, there can be no 
doubt that last weekend’s 
33-16 victory over notori¬ 
ously difficult opponents 
that were rated above them 
in the world rugby rank¬ 
ings, was a notable achieve¬ 
ment, but it is also true that 
this richly-talented Welsh 
team has yet to fire smooth¬ 
ly on all cylinders and 
realise its maximum poten¬ 
tial. 

First, though, the posi¬ 
tives, and there are quite a 
few: the front five took on 
the formidable Pumas and 
matched them in the tight 
(with a little help, perhaps, 
from the Irish referee!) 
which then released the 
back row to contest the 
loose exchanges and thus 
free the vastly superior 
Welsh backs to create 
opportunities in attack. 

For once, the lineout was 
not a weakness and with 
plentiful ball and territory 
gained in all phases, the 


home team were quickly in 
the ascendancy. 

At the interval, it was 13- 
3 - all the home points com¬ 
ing from Stephen Jones, 
having one of his best all¬ 
round games for Wales, 
including a rare solo try 
after just eight minutes. 

It seemed that only the 
Pumas’ man-of-the-match 
skipper Lobbe stood 
between Wales and a land¬ 
slide scoreline. 

More satisfying still was 
the end of Wales’ recent try 
famine - with three touch¬ 
downs, including two by the 
mercurial Shane Williams. 

All in all, then, a well- 
deserved victory gained 
through a non-stop physical 
effort that had the Pumas 
almost out on their feet by 
the end, as Welsh fitness 
told on opponents who had 
been under the cosh from 
the opening whistle. 

However, Warren 
Gatland and his coaching 
team also know that many 
of the frustrating weakness¬ 
es that hold Wales back 
from full expression of their 
undoubted qualities remain. 

As already seen in the 
previous two autumn 
matches, the error count is 
still unacceptably high for a 
team striving to be in world 
rugby’s top tier. 

Consistency, control and 
precision continue to be the 


three elusive targets as this 
young Welsh squad look 
beyond the autumn ‘friend¬ 
lies’ to encounters of a more 
meaningful kind in the Six 
Nations - and, ultimately, 
the World Cup. 

Unsurprisingly, given that 
Wales are determined to 
persevere with a high tempo 
approach, despite rugby’s 
current obsession with aeri¬ 
al ping-pong, the quicksil¬ 
ver Dwayne Peel has been 
recalled at half back. 

With this in mind, 
Gatland has also kept faith 
with young Jonathan Davies 
at inside centre, as a foil to 
Jamie Roberts, in prefer¬ 
ence to fit again Tom 
Shanklin. 

It is a team that should 
take the field brimming 
with confidence against an 
Australian side that has not 
exactly distinguished itself 
so far on tour.
